Hospitable 
Spanish folk gave them scarcely a 
moment to themselves and after 
that they wasted a long time in 
fruitiess attempts to telephone 
their families in Paris. 

They were up early this morn- 
ing looking over their machine and 
getting in touch with Spanish of- 
ficials who promised to do any- 
thing possible to help them ac- 
complish their desire to start 
again soon.

COMILLAS, Spain, June 15.— 
Whatever young Arthur Schreiber 
may think of his action in stowing 
the French trans- 
Atlantic monoplane Yellow Bird, 
the 22-year-old Portland (Me.) 
youth is getting a good share of 
the blame for the Yellow Bird’s 
failure at least to reach French 
soil. 

Rene LeFevre, the plane’s navi- 
gator, was quite definite in think- 
ing that the stowaway was respon- ' 
sible. 

“We may 
very fortunate, although we 
much regret that we could not 
reach the goa! of our voyage be- 
cause of the presence of our clan- 
destine passenger. His weight 
caused a higher consumption of 
gasoline and forced us to come 
down still. short of -—Le Bourget,” 
said Le Fevre. 

The French aviators were areatis 
puzzled to know how Schreiber 
wis able to get aboard the plane 
which was supposed to have been 
closely watched until the moment 
of the departure, from Old Or- 
chard. 

“On Point of Beating Him.” 

“When Schreiber’s presence was 
first discovered by us T admit we 
felt such a wave of anger that we 
were on the point of beating him,” 
said Le Fevre. “We felt that he 
had not only jeopardized all our 
elaborate plans but had even im- 
periled our lives. Then we began 
to feel sorry for him and finally 
simply accepted him as our Com- 
panion, much as the added burden 
worried us. 

‘We had headed toward the ship 
lane but in the middle of Thursday 
night a strong wind and rain storm 
made us change our course. We 
thought of fighting on through by 
rising to a great height. We rose 
in fact up to the 7000-foot level. 
but the rain and _ intense cold 
forced us to come down.”

Afterward 
we will put him on a boat and.send 
him back to New York.” 

When asked if Schreiber didn't 
have-a touch of cold feet at times, 
Lotti said, “Yes, a little.” 

“Don’t forget that we ran into 
some terrible weather, fog. wind 
and rain. At one time we got into 
a downward air current and sud- 
denly dropped something like 2000 
feet. That was enough to make 
the bravest man think things 
over. 

Schreiber Became Fearful. 

“Il remember that once during 
the flight Schreiber leaned over to 
me and shouted, ‘I don’t believe 
we will ever get- cut of this.’” 

Pilot Jean Assolant also had 
something to say about the stow- 
away. 

“When Schreiber came out o*¢ his 
hiding place just after we left Old 
Orchard, our indignation was 
equaled only by our surprise,” As- 
solant declared.

SIR PATRICK M’GRATH DIES 


Newfoundland Publisher Was Head 
of tegislative Council. 
By the Associated Press. 

ST. JOHN’S, N. F., June 15.— 
Sir Patrick McGrath,. president of 
the Newfoundland Legislative 
Council, died at his home last 
night. He was 60 years old. He 
had been the St. John’s correspond- 
ent for the Associated Press since 
1906, was the publisher of the 
Evening Herald, and was connect- 
ed with Reuter’s Agency, London.

Therefore what measure of control 
the city could ever exercise only 
time could tell. 

In a report of the same meeting 
the Globe-Democrat attributed to 
Mr. Burkham the following state- 
ment: 

“He also stated that should the 
Public Service Co. (the street car 
company) operate under the new 
permit and this arrangement prove 
unsatisfactory to the public, the 
people will have the option of pop- 
ular referendum on the proposi- 
tion.”

Banker Points Way Out. 
Louisville bankers who hold 
about $500,000 of these bonds in 
trust estates think that an exten- 
sion could be readily had from the 
present holders of the bonus on a 
guarantee to contimue paying in- 
terest. 

Among the Louisville bankers 
interviewed this week was John 
Stites, chairman of the board v. 
the Louisville Trust Co. He was a 
member of the Louisville bond- 
holders’ committee which repre- 
sented about $800,000 of the old 
United Railways general 4s when 
the company went into receiver- 
ship. The committee aas_ since 
been dissolved and the bonds have 
been returned to their owncrs. 

“Tf I owned any of the bonds,” 
said Stites, “I would favor an ex- 
tension of time to the company in 
the event they could not be re- 
funded. This would be sound 
banking. 

“St. Louis has a good traction 
company and Louisville bondhold- 
ers, I am stre, would not want to 
do anying to hurtit. I think the 
bondhclders as a whole should 
grant an extension of time, if 
necessary, rather than demand 
payment, which might throw the 
company into trouble. Investors 
as a rule can be counted upon to 
do their part in conserving a prop- 
erty. Some bondholders might de- 
mand their money in this in- 
stance, but if all the bonds were 
mine I would grant an extension 
for as long a time as the company 
would be able to pay interest or 
show prospects of improving the 
property.” 

John W. Barr Jr., member of 
the Executive Committee of the 


Fidelity and Columbia Trust Co., 
successor to a member of the 
Louisville committée who died, 


said he was not familiar with the 
St. Louis situation, but did not 
think Louisville bondholders would 
become a source of trouble in case 
an extension of time were needed 
when the bonds fall due, in 1934. 

The Louisville Street Railway 
Co. is facing a situation similar 
1o that of St. Louis as to refinanc- 
ing old security issues, but the 
problem of Louisville bankers with 
their own traction company is more 
urgent.

Militarists Have Yet 
to Be Dislodged. : 


Their real difficulty will come 
with the gigantic land armaments 
of the continent. The Socialist 
Government must, face up to the 
militarist powers of the continent 
and insist on the obligations of 
the Treaty uf Versailles being car- 
ried out by cutting down land and 
air forces to “the lowest limit 
compatible with security.” 

If these words have any mean- 
ing they must imply a reduction 
of the huge armies of the victori- 
ous Powers to figures approximat- 
ing those permitted by the treaty 
to Germany. 

The disarmament commission 
sitting and sleeping at Geneva 
has practically abrogated this pro- 
vision of the treaty by ruling out 
all reserves and their equipment 
out of all the discussions of dis- 
armament. The effect of that de- 
cision has been to declare that 
four-fifths of the greatest armies 
on the continent of Europe shall 
remain intact and _ indisputable, 
and that such reduction as is 
permitted shall be confined to the 
remaining fifth. That, of course, 
is to reduce all effort at real dis- 
armament to sham and nullity. 

The late Conservative Govern- 
ment gave their whole-hearted as- 
sent to this militarist contention. 
In fact the triumphal car in 
which Sir Austen Chamberlain 
rode from capital to capital re- 
ceiving bouquets and plaudits was 
a war chariot lent and decorated 


for the purpose by the wily mili-)}\ 


tarists, diplomats and journalists 
of the continent. How can any- 
one be surprised that ho progress 
has been made with the cause of 
disarmament during the past five 
years? 

At all the European conferences 
the bayonets and guns were skill- 
fully hidden under floral fraim- 
parts. These must now be stripped 
and the naked truth be exposed. 
The real business must begin— 
the business of scrapping these 
menacing armaments. Until that 
is done pacts will have no mean- 
ing. Governments will continue 
to rely on artillery and not on, 
arbitration as long as they com- 
mand an overwhelming superior- 
ity of cannon. If the new Foreign 
Secretary has the courage t 
tackle this question “without fear 
or favor, affection or illwill”’ then 
he will receive the cordial and 
enthusiastic Liberal support.

Our knowledge of the Antarctic is by no 
means as extensive as one would suppose 
from studying existing maps. Actually little 
more than one-third of the coast line has been 
roughly charted. Map makers have fallen 
into the habit of connecting unknown areas 
with little regard to their isolation, thus giv- 
ing quite an incorrect impression. 


A Circular Continent. 

In shape the Antarctic Continent at once 
Suggests a rudely circular outline, with the 
South Pole as its center. 
from such outline are caused by two great in- 
dentations from almost opposite sides—from 
the Pacific side, the Ross ‘Barrier, which pen- 
etrates to within 350 miles of the-pole, and, 
from the Atlantic, the Weddell Sea, which 
penetrates only about to latitude 78 degrees, 
or 750 miles from the pole. These great pen- 
etrating seas suggest at least a structural di- 
vision of the continent, and it is customary to 
speak of the portion that lies on the Atlantic 
and that facing Australia as Eastern Ant- 
arética and that part lying on the Pacific side 
as Western Antarctica. 

In spite of the apparent basic division of 
Antarctica into two sections, its great ice cap 
gives a general aspect of oneness, which is 
unique. This unity is further expressed in 
the climate and in life that is, of course, re- 
stricted to coastal zones and adjoining seas. 
Everywhere one finds the same species of 
seals, whales and birds. With an average 
altitude estimated at 6000 to 7000 feet above 
sea level, this is by far the highest of all 
continents. 

*From the fact that this great average ele- 
vation is due to an ice cover variously esti- 
mated at from 3000 to 10,000 feet in thick- 
ness, it naturally follows that only the highest 
peaks of land project above the ice at any 
great distance inland. Along coasts where the 
ice is thinner there are more extensive patches 
of bare rock and ice free islands. Yet all of 
these areas combined are negligible, when 
compared with the total extent of the conti- 
nent. They are, nevertheless, together with 
debris carried in ice, our only sources of geo- 
logical information. ‘ 


Geological Discoveries. 

With the preceding geographic facts in 
mind, we can sketch the main outlines of our 
knowledge of Antarctic geology. First, the 
structural features, and, secondly, the record 


y of past climates and life as revealed in sedi- 


mentary series so far described by exploring 


geologists. 
In the major part of at least East Antarc- 


tica a plateau type of structure prevails.

iat there is no more difficult task than to 
decipher the character of the pre-glacial cli- 
mates. It is of interest, however, that all of 
our slender evidence indicates the present cli- 
matic conditions are exceptional. Beginning 
with the Cambrian deposits, the oldest rocks 
definitely known to contain fossils, there is 
ample evidence in the character of fossil re- 
mains to indicate that Antarctica was favored 
by a warm climate. Such evidence is found 
in all fossiliferous rocks that succeed these 
very old Cambrian strata. P 
The Penguin’s Ancestors. 

No account of the Graham Land fossils 
would be complete without mention of forms 
which appear to be arntestral to the modern 
penguin—that most curious amphibian bird 
whose humorous and even human-like beha- 
vior has been the delight of all Antarctic 
explorers from the earliest to the present. 
Many of these ancestral penguins were mucn 
taller than even the huge modern emperor 
penguin. There were also land birds that in- 
habited the continent for the long periods of 
mild climate that preceded fie glacial period. 
By a fairly amazing high degree of adaptation 
these birds survived the complete glaciation of 
the continent. 


Even today the emperor penguin and its 
cousin, the Adelie penguin, persist in a’ most 
extraordinary manner, reproducing their own 
in a way that can only be reminiscent of the 
days when ice was so extensive thay there 
were no ice-free lands within range of the 
birds upon which their eggs could be deposited 
and hatched. For no apparent reason, these 
two species of penguins wait until the dead 
of winter, the coldest and darkest time of 
year, to rear-young. Furthermore, without 
any pretense of making a nest each female 
emperor lays a single egg upon the ice, ana 
at once removes it from the ice surface to rest 
on her own feet. Held between the ‘legs 
against a patch of bare skin on the abdomen 
and covered by a flap of skin and feathers, 
the egg is incubated. Buth males and females 
share in the process of incubation. 

From the above account it is apparent that 
only a skeleton outline of Antarctic geological 
history is known. To verify assumptions of 
pregiacia! climates, to establish the relation- 
ship which this continent may have had to 
other land masses in the past—these are but 
two results which will come from further 
study of fossils, and other fairy tales of ages 
reckoned in millions of years await unravel- 
ing for him who finds fossils here. 


Character of Rockefeller Mountains. 


Considering the fact that former Ant- 
arctic expeditions have found their summers 
in the field largely occupied with getting es- 
tablished we were fortunate to accomplisn 
any geological work this season. The near- 
est exposed land to Little America, on the 
Bay of Whales, is more than a hundred 
miles to the east and north, It is the Rocke- 
feller Mountains discovered by Commander 
Byrd on his first flicht. A brief trip to these

our first summer except for some glaciologi- 
cal studies in and about our base. 
The Rockefeller Mountains are a group ot 


more or less isolated peaks and ridges be- 


ginning roughly in latitude 78 degrees 14 


minutes south, longitude 155 degrees 15 min- 


utes west and extending in crescentic shape 
to latitude 77 degrees 35 minutes south, 
longitude 153 degrees south 5 minutes west, 
with the crescent opening toward the west. 


There are some forty peaks and ridges, all of 


which are heavily flanked with snow and ful- 
ly half of which are completely smothered by 
it. These peaks range in height from about 
500 feet to more than 2000 feet above sea 
level. The great amount of snow accentu- 
ates the isolated aspects of the various parts 
of the mountains. 

There are no real crevasses about the 
mountains; what fractures there are appear 
to be due to contraction caused by tempera- 
ture differences, and are always smal]. in 
other words, there is no active glaciation 
here. In fact, the terrain about the moun- 
tains is composed of granular snow like that 
of the Ross Barrier about the Bay of Whales. 
It differs only in that the surface is covered 
with a glazed’ surface of snow-ice caused by 
melting in the warm months on account of 
the nearness to the rocks, 


Mountains of Granite. 

Like the Alexandra Mountains—judging 
from the few specimens collected at Scott’s 
nunataks by Prestrud of Amundsen’s expedi- 
tion—the Rockefeller Mountains are com- 
posed of granites and associated rocks. A 
precursory examination of the few specimens 
we were able to bring back from the central 
part of the range, after the disastrous loss 
of our plane, suggests that they are pre- 
Cambrian: deposits. 

The discovery of the Rockefeller Mountains 
adds greatly to the known land areas of King 
Edward VII Land and yet when we consider 
the range, together with its surroundings, it 
appears to be somewhat smaller than has gen- 
erally been supposed. The snow surface about 
the mountains averages from 300 to 400 feet 
above sea level and does not appear to change 
greatly for many miles on all sides. Were 
the snow to disappear, it seems likely that a 
shallow sea would be found at least to the 
south, and some of the more remote peaks 
might be isolated from the rest; indeed, the 
whole might take on the aspects of a rugged 
archipelago. In other words, Carmen Land 
of Amundsen’s description does not culminate 
in the Rockefeller Mountains of King Edward 
VII Land, 

To the westward of the Rockefeller Moun- 
tains, between them and the Bay of Whales, 
is a crevassed area. Far to the east and south 
are areas of much larger crevasses, beyond 
which the terrain appears to rise to consid- 
erably higher levels. Do those fractured zones 


roughly define the limits of the land mass; 


composed of the Rockefeller and Alexandra 
Mountains of King Edward VI! Land itself? 
Peaks in Marie Byrd Land. 

lt was early noted that the Antarctic con- 
{jnental shelf is much deeper below sea level 
than any other similar shelf. The main rea-

What the Ozarks Produce, 

Ts the Editur of the Post-Dispatch, 
EFERRING to your editorial ‘‘Mus- 
sOlini and the Ozarks,” which ap- 

peared in the Post-Dispatch of June 38: 

The agricultural and horticultural re- 
portg of the Frisco Lines which operate 
approximately 1500 miles of railroad in 
the Missouri Ozarks and has therefore 
the largest mileage of any single rail- 
road in this region, are generally regard- 
ed as an accurate barometer of condi- 
tions in the territory. 

trom the Frisco’s agricultural depart- 
ment we find figures and facts which 
quite pointedly contradict your editorial 
comment that Ozark counties are ‘“un- 
productive” and in “poverty.” Based on 
average production figures over several 
years we find the Ozarks of Missouri 
ship each year from 1500 to 2500 cars 
of strawberries at the average market 
value to the grower of $1200 to the car. 
This is 99 per cent of the commercial 
strawberry production in Missouri. 

The famous Missour! apples come each 
year from the Ozarks of Missouri in lots 
of from 1200 to 2500 cars, valued at ap- 
proximately $500 per car, This Missouri 
Ozark product is 75 per cent of the 
State's apple crop. 

The grape industry, baby of the decid- 
uous fruit crops of the Missouri Ozarks, 
produced last year 700 cars of grapes at 
a value to the growers of from .$600 to 
$750 per car. This is more than nine- 
tenths of the crop production in Mis- 
sourl. 

In fact, these so-called “unproductive 
counties" produced the entire commer- 
cial erops of peaches, #herries, straw- 
berries and al] sma!! fruits as well as 
most of the commercial sweet potato, 
bean, spinach and other truck crops of 
ths State, 

This statement is made with the nat- 
ural exception of the sma!) trucking in- 
dustry which surrounds several of the 
larger cities in the State and supplies 
city demands. 

It is also of interest to know that the 
Ozarks in their entirety produced one- 
third of all the canned tomatoes in the 
United States and the major portion of 
this production comes from the Ozarks 
of Missauyri. 

The biggest product of all comes from 
Ozark dairies, which shipped on Frisco 
Lines alone last year 30,000,000 pounds 
of butter, equal to two-thirds of the to- 
tal production in the State. At the aver- 
age price of 40c per pound, the value of 
this crop would hardly lead one to be- 
lieve that it could come from a poverty- 
atricken section, As another dairy prod- 
uct it is interesting to note that the 25 
cheese factories of Missouri, and the 
three condenseries in operation are lo-

The “city,” that is, the people who 
made the charter restricting franchises to 50 years, 


They were only deceived. The Board of Aldermen, 
who, under the charter, have the sole right to grant 
public utility franchises in St. Louis, were not con- 
sulted. 

The Legislature was told that the bill was neces- 
sary to carrying out the city’s rapid transit program. 
No more preposterous assertion coyld be made. In 
the first place, the city has no rapid transit program. 
The transit survey has scarcely started. There can 
be no program until the survey has been completed 
and the people of St. Louis have decided what pro- 
gram they want by referendum, or through action 
of their elected representatives, the Board of Alder- 
men. Even then, no terminable permit or other 
hocus pocus franchise measure will be required of 
the Legislature. The St. Louis Public Service Co. 
may not even be asked to operate the “rapid transit” 
system. If it is, it can do so under its existing 
franchise. 

When the city first went to the Legislature four 
years ago for a rapid transit enabling act, it asked 
only to be empowered to increase its taxing power 
to enable it to build rapid transit if it ever should 
desire to do so. There was no request for a ter- 
minable permit bill or any other franchise measure 
at that time, It was only after Mayor Miller refused 
further to bear the responsibility of sponsoring pro- 
moter J, K. Newman’s demand for a new franchise 
at the city hall that the deceptive trick of trying

To sum up, the campaign to put over the bill 
which Mayor Miller and his cabinet and the transit 
survey commission sponsors, was calculated to de- 
ceive the Legislature and the public into believing, 
first, that St.° Louis wanted the bill; second, that 
no rapid transit program could be carried through 
without it, and third, that it would lower fares. 

We submit, on the evidence presented, that none 
of this is true. We believe that the real reason, 
and the only reason, for a new franchise is to be 
found nowhere but in the financial schemes of pro- 
moter Newman, who controls the common stock of 
the St. Louis Public Service Co., who testified before 
the Federal Electric Railway Commission that. the 
franchise was the thing always uppermost in his 
mind; that it gave an enormous value to a street car 
property over and above its worth; that “Jf you can 
get a fair utility bill through the State and take the 
burden off the local administration for giving &n- 
creased fares you do not have so much difficulty 
with ‘the State Commissions;” who told the commis- 
sion how he would reorganize a street car company 
and by paying only 6 and 7 per cent on the bonds and 
preferred stock would give 27 per cent of the com- 
pany’s earnings to the common stock; who boldly de- 
manded a new 30-year franchise at the city hall in 
April, 1927, on pain of reprisal through extortionate 
valuation to be had by way of the Federal courts, and 
who has never ceased to press for a franchise through 
political and other channels. 

The sole purpose of the Post-Dispatch in its con- 
sistent opposition to Newman’s perpetual franchise 
scheme is to keep the city free to carry out its rapid 
transit program in the interest of the public, instead 
of giving the streets away to private profiteers.

ELBOURNE, Australia.—Australia isa 

great new country contemplating for 
itself a future very much such as we 
enjoy in America--and we do enjoy many 
things that are not distinguished/from this 
distance. But somehow—now that future 
seems to be fading more and more beyond 
the blue. The obstacles are too great, or 
the inherent character of the people, who 
ere to perform the task is not just what 
it takes.. I rather believe that what we 
know as America—the things we as a na- 
tion do and stand for—is due not so much 
to our British origin—or not entirely to it 
-~as to the fusion of most of the rest of 
the earth. Each brings something which 
when thrown into the melting pot, boiled 
well, comes to the surface as an integral 
part of our make up. 

But here they won't take a chance on 
that. No foreigners need apply for fusion. 
They don’t care too much for Americans, 
and even Englishmen are looked upon as 
foreigners. So they remain what they were 
—British, though perhaps not quite Brit- 
ish.

Meanwhile, the labor situation grows 
worse. Australia almost continually contends 
with strikes. Here in Melbourne there are 
20,000 men out in the timber trades alone. 
The unions are also talking of a strike in the 
electrical plant supplying the city with light. 
One of their leaders, down here from Syd- 


ney, told the men that one night of striking, 


would be enough. So that they are no more 


above terrorization than are the coal oper- ' 


ators of West Virginia or the striking coal 
miners of our own Williamson County. Their 
labor leaders here are oftentimes bad eggs, 
just as in our oWn country some of our in- 
dustrial leaders are bad eggs. Labor pre- 
scribes how much work a man shall do, and 
the standard ig that of the poorest working 
man. All initiative is fettered with the re- 
sult that the men lose their value as workers 
and then protest against the importation of 
any one who might feel] inclined to work. 
So much for the background beyond the 
stringent Australian immigration policy, 
which I am sorry to see our own country 
disposed to follow. Before we do follow in 
the footsteps of Australia we should send a 
delegation of observers over to see what the 
consequences Of such a policy are. 

It is true, of course, that Australia could 
never support such a population as we 
have in the United States, although the area 
of the two countries is virtually the same, 
The difference is that Australia has mil- 
lions of square miles of land practically 
useless—no rainfall—no water—and it is 
*hiefly a producer of primary productg 
Which limit the density of the population.

And the prices 
they ask! Selling British cars here must be 
like peddling beefsteaks in lotus land. 


They appear to be making English over 
into a language of their own.

These two meetings are viewed 
as having paramount importance. 
This importance also is truly na- 
tional in scope, since the/.conclu- 
sions that will be reached will be 
presented as recommendations to 
the National Safety Conference, and 
will be offered finally by that body 
to the entire country for adoption. 


Charles M. Upham, executive sec- 
retary and director of the Ameri- 
can Road Builders’ Association, has 
réturned from a trip to Cleveland, 
Chicago and Milwaukee, where re- 
gional meetings were held to in- 
form the membership in those sec- 
tions of the work and program of 
the association. 

At these gatherings, Upham out- 
lined the history of the association 
and explained the divisions which 
have been formed. He told also 
of the activity of its committees, 
the latest of which is the, munici- 
pal airports committee, designed 
to study the location and planning 
of municipal landing fields with 
regard to their accessibility and 
correctness of design. Another di- 
vision to which attention was di- 
rected is the Pan-American division 
which was formed to promote the 
highway systems of Central and 
South America. 


Upham states that everywhere 
he heard sentiment strongly in 
favor of the application of the 
gasoline tax funds to road con- 
struction and maintenance. Em- 
phatic opposition was voiced, he 
said, to diversion of this money to 
any other purpose. 

The American Road Builders’ 
Association, according to the di- 
rector. is committed to a program 
for widening highways, and will 
push it with vigor. From the 
standpoint of heightening safety, 
they recommend a road width of 
20 feet if it is to accommodate 
two lanes of traffic, and 40 feet 
if there are to be four lanes. These 
widths are exclusive of parking. If 
that is to be permitted, then, it is 
held, the roadway should be pro- 
pertionately wider in every in- 
stance. 

It is the purpose of the associa- 
tion to continue its campaign to 
educate the public to looX upon 
road construction as a sound pub- 
lic investment that pays many 
times the dividends of many an- 
other investment. ‘ 

While on the subject of road 
specifications, they have been rath- 
er precisely formulated by the 
American aAssociation of State 
Highway Officials. From its head- 
quarters in Washington recom- 
menations concerning highway de- 
sign have just been issued. 

The association advises that 
roads having an average dailv 
present traffic in excess of 4000 
vehicles be designed with more 
than two traffic lanes of pave- 
ment. Roads having an average 
daily present traffic between 1200 
and 4000 vehicles, not more than 
10 per cept of which is truck traf- 
fic, it is}fdeclared, should be de- 
signed wifh two traffic lanes, gen- 
erally paved. Where the average 
daily traffic volume is less than 
1200 vehicles, not more than 10 
per cent of which is truck traffic, 
it is recommended that the design 
shall contemplate two traffic lanes 
having some type of weather sur- 
facing. 

For the maximum degree of 
curvature for horizontal curves 
having central angles of 45 de- 
grees or more, the association rec- 
ommends a variation of 5 to 11 de- 
grees. 

Superelevation of curves also fs 
recommended. by this is meant, 
of course, raising the outer por- 
tion of the road at the curve. In 
racetrack design this is spoken 
of as banking. On the modern 
board track the curves have been 
banked as high as 50 degrees, 
which means that the track sur- 
face is raised at slightly more than 
a right angle to the ground. The 
association's recommendation calls 
for maximum  superelevation of 
one inch for each foot of pave- 
ment width, with a minimum of 
one-seventh inch fer each foot of 
pavement width. 

Light-weight wooden guard 
fences also are objected to, the as- 
sociation believing that they should 
be prohibited. 

Separation of highway grades 
from railroads is urged wherever 
practicable. the minimum subway 
width for the roadway to be 39 
feet in the clear: and no center 
piers to be used in sybweys ex- 
cept for widths In excess of 44 feet,

That the 1929 trek of the pres- 
ent-day American across the prai- 
ries of Missouri has set in in mass 
formation was indicated by a traf- 
fic check made last week on U. 8. 
Highway No. 40 between Boon- 
ville, Mo., and St. Charles by a 
group of officials of the Automo- 
bile Club of Missouri. The check 
indicates that nonresidents of Mis- 
souri are paying a big part of the 
Missouri highway construction bill 
through the 2-cent gasoline tax. 

Westbound traffic was checked 
between 8 and 11 a. m. and showed 
that virtually half of the cars on 
No. 40 were from states as far 
away as New York, Florida, Cali- 
fornia and even some of the prov- 
inces of Canada.

Goener asserted that the states 
victorious in the Worls War had 
done nothing toward cisarmament. 
He sought to show that it was ab- 
surd for the allies to declare they 
could not disarm until they were 
sure of not being attacked by Ger- 
many. In this connection he de- 
clared France, Poland, Belgium 
and Czechoslovakia had a total of 
about 76 divisions, whereas Ger- 
many had only 1#. 

“Who, I ask, needs security?” he 
said. “I can’t leave unmentioned 
that besides these troops the other 
powers also possess aviation squad- 
rons, heavy artillery and powerful 
reserves of trained men and war 
materials of a kind we do not pos- 
sess at all.”’ 

Replying to a question as to why 
it was desirable to maintain any 
army at all in view of the re- 
strictions imposed by the treaty of 
Versailles, Gen. Groener’ replied: 
“Because this little army at least 
prevents our friendly neighbors 
from. doing as they please in the 
border regions and hinders’ our 
war-thirsty neighbors from simply 
walking roughshod over our neu- 
trality.”’

Escape? Do not believe that 
many men ever escape from 
that hell-hole. Many get away, 
but they do not really escape. 
They are either captured, or 
drown during a storm, or 


money they have saved up in various ways—and to have 
more food for themselves on the long and desperate 
dash to freedom. This has happened scores of times. 


The boats they make secretly in an attempt to escape 
are constructed of the inner membrane of cocoanut 
leaves, which is very flexible and when bound closely to- 
gether with wire makes a strong framework. It is then 
covered with bits of old shirts, sheets, any cloth they can 
lay their hands on. and then oiled. An extra sheet is 
taken to use as a sail, cocoanuts being fastened all round 
the gunwales to keep the boat afloat in case it springs 
a leak. This contrivance is very primitive, but safer than 
the pirogues, or hollowed-out tree trunks, sometimes 
used. The wretched convicts who dream of escaping 
never calculate the chances against them. When they are 
picked up and brought back they are generally sentenced 
to five, ten or fifteen years of hard labor, in addition 
to their original term.

She ob- 
jects violently to certain statements 
in the book. 

This is the climax to a struggle that 
has gone on for more than five years 
now between the Lewisohns, husband 
and wife. It has heen charged with 
the bitterest acrimony and the deep- 
est passions. What Mrs. Lewisohn 
says, in effect, is that when her hus- 
band achieved success and recognition 
he sought to discard her for a young 
girl from Vermont. Lewisohn, on the 
other hand, maintains that his wife 
seeks to hold him to a love that never 
existed, that she is persecuting him 
in an effort to perpetuate a union 
that for the 16 years it existed caused 
him untold suffering and distress. 

Lewisohn’s troubles were at 
temporarily at an end when he put 
an ocean between himself and his 
wife. But her latest action will al- 
most of necessity again draw him into 
the conflict. 

It was Lewisohn's 
Rraphical study, ‘“‘Up Stream,’ that 
won him wide acclaim and a large 
popular sale. In it he sets forth his 
struggles, as a Jew, to attain recog- 
nition in American universities. [t 
is a frank study.

There was H. G. Hoblin. He bought 
a farm and started out to be a ranch- 
er, but he couldn't resist the lure of 
the chase, the banquet and the ball- 
room, and weeds soon swallowed up 
his ranch.

Although they regarded as 
peculiar and improvident and the 
Harper residents watched them with 
open-mouthed astonishment when they 
drove their taliy-ho into town, the 
Runnymede people were not unpopu- 
lar with the American settlers.
